Go- 
downs. Tha truth is that after.these diffeul- 
ties, I have succceded tn obtaining the consent of 
the high authorities of thia province to the Bon- 
, ded {Warchouso system; and haying done so, I 
| rented for six months, on account of the Customs, 
the Godown built at-Pagoda Anchorage by Mr.. 
Robertson, who has been established there as pi- 
jot for five or six years. With this: exception, I 
maintain and confirm all that you have said on 
the matter. When I agreed to allow the system 
of Letters of Guarantee to exist: simultancously
